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Considerations for Wireless 
Networking 


Your new iPAQ Networking 11Mbps Wireless PC Card 
provides easy-to-use, high-speed wireless connectivity up to 
100 meters (320 feet) away indoors and up to 300 meters (980 
feet) away outdoors. The distance that your Wireless PC Card 
can achieve may vary based on physical barriers, such as walls 
and ceilings, and background radio frequency noise that could 
interfere with the signal. 

Networking Environment 

Things to keep in mind when setting up a wireless network: 

1 . Position your computer so that the number of walls and 
ceilings between it and your other wireless PCs (as well as 
wireless access points and wireless residential gateways, if 
you’re using them) is minimized. Each wall or ceiling 
reduces the range of the signal. 

2. The direct line between access points can be affected by 
degree angles, i.e., from a 45-degree angle, a 
half-meter-thick wall appears to be almost one meter thick. 
Try to position your connections at the same level, so that 
the signals travel in a horizontal line. 

3. Be aware of the effect different building materials may 
have. A solid metal door or aluminum studs can negatively 
impact the range of the signal. Try to position connections 
so that the signals travel through dry wall or open doorways. 
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4. Keep your Wireless PC Card at least two meters away from 
electrical devices such as microwaves, monitors, and 
electric motors, which can generate radio frequency noise. 

Networking Scenarios 

1 . Peer-to-peer. On a peer-to-peer network, computers are 
connected directly to one another. Data flows from PC to 
PC without the assistance of an access point or a residential 
gateway. To share Internet access with other PCs on the 
network, you must configure one PC as the Internet-sharing 
PC. This configuration requires a wireless networking 
adapter and the iPAQ Networking software on each PC on 
the network. 

2. Networking with an access point, residential gateway, or 
router. If you are using an access point, residential gateway, 
or router on your network, consult the documentation that 
came with these devices. It is recommended that you not use 
the iPAQ Networking software to configure your network. 
Only install the drivers, the configuration utility, and your 
hardware. Use the networking software that came with your 
access point, residential gateway, or router to set up your 
network. 


Installing the Wireless PC Card 


The iPAQ Networking 1 1Mbps Wireless PC Card is installed in 
the PC card slot in your computer. If you are having trouble 
locating this slot, refer to your computer user's manual or 
consult the manufacturer of your computer.

When the process is 
completed, you may be prompted to restart your PC. If you 
are not prompted to restart your PC, continue to the 
“Connecting to the Network” section.

You can verify the network mode and SSID you established for 
the Wireless PC Card within the configuration utility.

Problem: Windows doesn’t find the Wireless PC Card driver. 
Resolution: Check the following. 

> Verify that you have the correct CD-ROM in your CD drive. 

> Verify that you are pointing Windows to the correct drive. 

Problem: Windows doesn’t detect new hardware when your 
Wireless PC Card is installed, or it detects the card again 
whenever you restart your computer. 

Resolution: Check the following. 

> Verify that the Wireless PC Card is inserted correctly and 
securely into the appropriate slot of your computer. 

> Try inserting your card into another PC slot. 

> If you had previously aborted a new hardware setup, reinstall 
the hardware.
